Mailbox 
tally  at  104 

Sheriffs  inquiry 
ends  vandalism

Authorities  say  the 
mailbox  destruction  in 
Harrison  County  has  halt¬ 
ed  since  intense  investiga¬ 
tion  has  continued. 

According  to  Harrison 
County  Sheriff’s  Deputy 
Robert  Peak,  the  final 
total  of  mailboxes 
destroyed  or  damaged 
during  a  nearly  week  long 
run  is  104. 

‘As  far  as  we  can  tell, 

104  mailboxes  have  been 
linked  to  one  group  of 
individuals’  night  time 
idea  of  fun,”  said  Peak. 
“Since  Wednesday,  June 
13,  we  have  received  no 
additional  reports  of  mail¬ 
box  damage.” 

The  first  cases  of  mail¬ 
box  destruction  were 
reported  on  Upper  Curry 
Road  and  North  US  27. 
Additional  mailbox  dam¬ 
age  was  reported  on  Grays 
Run,  Mt.  Vernon  and  KY 
32  W. 

Peak  added  that  since 
the  sheriff’s  office  began 
looking  into  possible 
leads,  the  destruction  of 
mailboxes  has  come  to  a 
complete  halt. 

“Several  calls  and  inter¬ 
views  have  been  made  and 
looked  into,”  explained 
Peak.  “It  is  ironic  that 
once  we  started  making 
those  calls,  the  incidents 
stopped  completely.  This 
lets  us  know  that  we  are 
on  the  right  track.” 

Peak  added  that  the 
incident  is  the  largest 
mailbox  destruction  in  the 
last  20  years. 

The  investigation  is 
currently  listed  as  opened 
and  active.

Construction  projects 
on  the  Hilltop  are  ahead 
of  schedule. 

School  officials  said 
Tuesday  that  the  unsea¬ 
sonable  dry  conditions 
this  spring  have  made  it 
possible  for  workers  to 
move  along  with  exten¬ 
sive  improvements  at 
Harrison  County  Middle 
School. 

“We’re  confident 
we’ll  be  ok  for  the  start 
of  school,”  said  David 
Case,  director  of  school 
facilities.  “We’ve  had 
very  little  rain  so  I  think 
everything  will  be  done 
on  time  or  ahead  of 
schedule.” 

At  the  close  of  the 
2012  school  year,  con¬ 
struction  crews  from 
Marrillia  Construction 
in  Lexington  took  over 
the  Hilltop  campus  with 
their  focus  on  the  middle 
school  roof. 

Case  said  the  sixth 
grade  wing  is  being  com¬ 
pletely  reroofed. 

A  portion  of  the  sixth 
grade  wing  is  the  origi¬ 
nal  1987  roof  with  the 
addition  having  been 
roofed  in  1996.  All  of 
both  sections  is  being 
replaced. 

Along  with  the  roofing 
will  be  all  new  HVAC  for 
the  middle  school. 

The  temperature  vari¬ 
ance  from  classroom 
to  classroom  will  be 
reduced,  Case  said. 

Each  class  will  have  its 
own  control  so  no  longer 
will  the  interior  classes 


be  cold  and  the  exterior 
classes  be  hot. 

“The  good  news  is 
that  the  HVAC  units  all 
arrived  two  weeks  ahead 
of  time,”  Case  said. 

Inside  the  school,  there 
will  be  the  replacement 
of  ceiling  grid  and  tiles 
in  16  classrooms. 

Also  part  of  the 
renovation  will  be  the 
replacement  of  the 
bleachers  in  the  gymna¬ 
sium.  The  new  bleachers 
will  be  ADA  accessible 
with  handrails. 

Case  said  they  are 
of  durable  plastic-type 
material  and  will  be  oper¬ 
ated  electronically. 

The  total  cost  for  the 
middle  school  projects  is 
$1,010,614,  which  is  under 
the  estimated  $1.4  mil¬ 
lion. 

And  while  that’s  all 
that’s  under  construction 
today,  it’s  not  all  that’s 
planned. 

Still  in  design  are  proj¬ 
ects  at  the  high  school 
and  at  the  athletic  com¬ 
plex. 

Case  said  changes  that 
will  be  coming  later  will 
be  a  revamping  of  the 
Project  Lead  the  Way, 
band  room  and  agricul¬ 
ture  areas  at  the  high 
school. 

He  said  it  will  be  late 
fall  and  maybe  winter 
before  crews  can  begin 
work  that  is  still  in 
design  and  development. 

However,  he  said  the 
plan  is  to  move  the 
Project  Lead  the  Way

It  was  early  spring  when  Haley 
decided  to  see  her  doctor  because 
she  said  she  just  wasn’t  feeling  well. 

She  couldn’t  pinpoint  her  ailings, 
but  she  knew  something  wasn’t 
right. 

She  went  to  her  gynecologist 
in  Georgetown  and  found  herself 
on  the  fast  track  to  UK’s  Markey 
Cancer  Center. 

While  she  was  lying  in  bed 


she  overhead  her  doctor  making 
arrangements  for  additional  tests 
in  Lexington. 

“I  overheard  the  doctor  say 
Markey  ‘Cancer’  Center  and  just 
thought  that  wasn’t  part  of  the 
plan,”  Haley  said  Tuesday  morning. 

However,  it  was  part  of  the  plan. 

On  March  4,  2011,  test  after  test 
after  test  concluded  that  the-now- 
50-year-old  mother  of  two  had 
non-Hodgkin  lymphoma,  which  is 
cancer  of  the  lymphoid  tissue  that 
includes  the  lymph  nodes,  spleen 
and  other  organs  of  the  immune 
system.

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Commissioners  consider  raises  for  some  city  employees

The  Cynthiana  City  Commission  is 
considering  raises,  but  not  across  the 
board. 

The  commissioners  butted  heads  on 
how  much  a  public  works  employee 
raise  should  be  or  whether  a  raise 
should  be  given. 

Mayor  Steve  Moses  said  he  would  be 


ok  with  a  5  percent  raise  if  they  look  at 
raises  again  in  six  months. 

“My  gut  feeling  is  that  we  do  the  2.96 
percent,  but  I’m  willing  to  go  to  the  5 
percent,”  Roger  Slade,  commissioner  of 
public  works,  said. 

Billy  Grayson,  commissioner  of  pub¬ 
lic  property  and  finance,  suggested  the 
raise  be  5  percent. 


Gary  Brunker,  commissioner  of  pub¬ 
lic  safety,  wasn’t  for  a  raise  unless  other 
city  employees  received  the  same. 

He  said  he  didn’t  want  “anything 
more  than  what  every  other  city 
employee  gets.” 

Brunker  asked  if  it  would  be  possible 
to  give  the  public  safety  employees  the 
same  raise  increase. 


The  other  commissioners  didn’t  think 
this  year  they  needed  to  but  Slade  did 
suggest  to  the  commission  that  maybe 
next  year  they  can  look  at  giving  them 
a  raise. 

Charleen  Mcllvain,  city  clerk,  sug¬ 
gested  that  they  give  the  raise  to  the 
public  works  employees  because  their

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employees,  to  setting  up 
one-three-and  five-year 
plans  were  revealed  to  a 
packed  room  of  support¬ 
ers  and  less  enthusiastic 
listeners. 

“This  is  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  broader  source 
of  recreation  for 
Harrison  County,”  said 
Commissioner  Jack 
Keith.  “An  all  year  round 
programing  that  serves  a 
wider  range  of  individu¬ 
als  and  groups.” 

Lutz  and  Keith 
informed  the  audience 
that  current  recreation  in 
Harrison  County  caters  to 
mostly  12  years  and  under 
children. 

“I  think  it  would  be 
safe  to  say  that  90  percent 
of  current  recreation  in 
Harrison  County  is  for 
children  12  and  under,” 
said  Lutz.  “We  want 
programs  for  children, 
adolescents  and  senior 
citizens.  There  is  no  rea¬ 
son  it  should  be  limited 
to  such  a  small  portion  of 
Harrison  County.” 

Keith  and  commis¬ 
sioner  Billy  Grayson, 
who  both  are  currently 
playing  a  large  role  in  the 


forming  of  parks  and 
recreation,  added  that 
many  activities  have  fall¬ 
en  through  the  cracks. 

“I  can  remember  the 
days  when  people  out¬ 
side  of  Harrison  County 
would  drive  in  for  week¬ 
end-long  softball  tourna¬ 
ments,”  said  Grayson. 
“Where  is  softball  now? 
Where  is  volleyball?  Our 
citizens  are  now  travel¬ 
ing  elsewhere  to  play 
those  sports  and  spending 
money  in  other  counties 
because  we  have  none  of 
that  here.” 

According  to  Lutz, 
rough  figures  were  cal¬ 
culated  to  show  the  new 
contributions  from  the 
county  and  city  in  order 
to  fund  the  proposed 
Parks  and  Recreation. 

“Since  were  are  putting 
all  parks  and  all  recre¬ 
ation  into  one  group  now, 
there  will  be  changes  in 
employment,”  said  Lutz. 
“Not  only  will  we  have  a 
recreation  director,  but 
we  would  also  require 
a  maintenance  director 
to  oversee  the  mowing 
and  maintenance  of  all 
parks.” 

Lutz  added  that  in  order 
to  comply  with  state  law, 
both  director  positions 


would  have  to  be  posted 
for  a  mandatory  30  days 
before  interviewing  and 
hiring  could  take  place. 

Lutz  said  seasonal 
employees  would  be 
required  in  order  to  per¬ 
form  all  maintenance 
needed  at  all  parks. 

“No  longer  will  we  be 
asking  ourselves  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  who  takes  care  of 
what,”  said  Lutz.  “It  will 
all  be  the  reasonability  of 
one  central  body.” 

The  estimated  amount 
needed  from  the  county 
and  city  totals  $212,046, 
which  would  be  split  in 
half  between  the  two  gov¬ 
erning  bodies. 

“The  next  step  is  to  see 
if  we  need  to  continue 
working  on  this  or  drop 
it,”  said  Lutz.  “Do  we 
have  the  city  and  county 
behind  us?  If  so  then  an 
inter-local  agreement 
would  then  be  needed  in 
order  to  push  further.” 

Since  the  meeting  was 
never  called  to  order 
and  the  agenda  did  not 
include  voting  on  the  mat¬ 
ter,  no  votes  were  cast. 

The  city  and  county 
agreed  to  discuss  the  mat¬ 
ter  during  their  regular 
meeting  times. 
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She  received  her  first 
of  six  chemotherapy 
treatments  before  she  left 
the  hospital  and  then  one 
every  three  weeks. 

She  lost  her  hair  as  a 
result  of  the  treatments, 
but  admitted  that  she 
handled  that  better  than 
she  thought  she  would.

And,  even  though  she 
felt  fairly  well  through¬ 
out  her  treatments,  the 
2011  mission  trip  came 
and  went  without  Debbie 
among  its  travelers. 

Her  doctors  said  it  was 
too  risky. 

Debbie  agreed  and 
stayed  behind  when  her 
fellow  church  members 
headed  to  Guatemala. 

However,  2012  is  a  dif¬ 
ferent  year. 

Her  cancer  is  in  remis¬ 
sion  and  her  fellow  mis¬ 
sionaries  will  not  be  leav¬ 
ing  her  behind  this  year. 

July  7-13  she  and  oth¬ 
ers  from  her  beloved 


Robinson  Christian 
Church  and  others 
from  Cynthiana  Baptist 
Church  will  be  boarding 
a  plane  bound  for  Central 
America. 

Haley  said  the  last  year 
has  been  evidence  of 
God’s  hand  at  work. 

“I’m  now  in  remission 
and  it’s  all  been  due  to  the 
grace  of  God  and  many, 
many  people  praying,” 
Haley  said,  smiling  as  she 
remembers  her  son  tell¬ 
ing  her  that  people  were 
praying  in  five  states. 

“I  have  received  so 
much  support  from  fami¬ 
ly  and  church  family,”  she 
said,  acknowledging  that 
she  owes  her  recovery  to 
God  and  the  support  of  a 
great  team  of  doctors  at 
Markey. 

Haley  is  married  to 
Lin  Haley  and  they  have 
two  grown  sons,  Derrick, 
30,  who  will  be  married 
this  weekend  to  Danielle 
Smith,  and  Brent,  29,  who 
will  be  married  next  June 
to  Heather  Teegarden. 

Haley  is  the  daughter 
of  Marry  Mullikin  and 
the  late  Charles  Mullikin. 

She  is  the  food  service 
manager  at  Northside 
Elementary  where  she 
has  worked  for  23  years. 


She  was  off  work 
March  and  April  of  2011, 
returning  in  May  on  a 
part-time  schedule. 

With  her  cancer  now 
in  remission,  Haley  has 
to  go  to  her  doctor  only 
every  three  months. 
However,  for  two  years, 
she  will  be  required  to 
take  medications.

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class  to  the  second  floor 
science  wing.  That  move 
will  allow  the  FFA  class¬ 
rooms  to  be  moved  closer 
to  the  ag  shop.

In  2011,  our  state  leaders  realized 
that  millions  of  dollars  were  going  to 
Tennessee  and  Indiana  from  summer¬ 
time  revelers.

I  will 
watch  with  awe  as  the  lights  burst  in 
the  night  sky. 

And  in  the  days  that  precede  and  fol¬ 
low,  I  will  likely  sit  outside  and  watch 
as  some  of  my  neighbors  set  off  their 
displays. 

Things  that  were  once  illegal,  like 
roman  candles,  bottle  rockets  and  fire¬ 
crackers,  are  now  legal. 

While  the  fireworks  might  be  legal, 
it’s  not  a  license  for  stupidity. 

Again,  while  celebrating 
Independence,  be  safe.

Father's  Day  Gift 

To  the  editor: 

On  Monday,  June  11,  2012  the  Herald-Leader  reported 
a  Ford  Tri-Motor  airplane  would  fly  from  the  Bluegrass 
Airport  for  three  days.  From  1926  to  1933  a  total  of  199 


of  these  planes  were  built.  Only  eight  from  the  total 
manufactured  are  still  airworthy.  The  old  plane  coming 
to  Lexington  could  be  toured  free,  but  a  few  minutes 
flight  over  Lexington  would  cost  $80. 

I  was  very  excited  when  I  read  this  story  in  the  paper. 
I  very  much  wanted  to  see  this  old  plane.  I  had  given  no 
thought  of  a  ride  because  $80  seemed  like  a  lot  of  money. 
Now  why  do  I  have  such  a  strong  interest  in  these  old 
planes?  Because  my  Grandma  Slade,  Mrs.  D.  F.  Slade, 
flew  in  one  of  these  old  planes  on  November  9, 1933  from 
here  in  Harrison  County.  I  was  there  to  see  Grandma 
get  on  and  off.  I  was  fourteen  at  the  time.  I’m  not  sure 
what  my  thoughts  were  then  but  many  years  later  I’ve 
often  wondered  how  that  happened.  My  grandma  was 
very  strict  and  conservative,  she  just  didn’t  do  things 
like  that,  but  I  saw  it  happen.  She  was  the  only  one  in 
our  family  to  take  this  dar¬ 
ing  trip. 

Years  later  I  ended  up 
with  her  old  pictures  and 
scrapbooks.  In  the  back  of 
one  old  scrapbook  I  found 
the  advertisement  and  pic¬ 
ture  of  one  of  these  old 
planes.  The  ad  said  it  would 
be  at  the  LeBus  Field  off 
Tricum  Pike.  Rides  were 
$1.50.  Also,  along  with 
the  advertisement  was 
Grandma’s  souvenir  ticket 
stub  dated  November  9, 

1933. 

So  this  was  the  reason  I 
very  much  wanted  to  see 
this  old  plane.  Some  of  my 
children  knew  this.  It  was 
decided  that  our  son,  Terry, 
would  drive  Dorothy  and 
me  to  the  airport  museum.  Terry  wanted  to  know  if  I 
wanted  to  fly  and  I  again  said  no,  it  was  too  much.  Terry 
seemed  to  think  we  should  go  and  later  said  it  was  a 
Father’s  Day  gift.  He  also  offered  the  ride  to  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  Taylor.  She  hesitated  at  first  but  a  bit  later  said  she 
would  go  with  us. 

So  on  June  13,  2012,  almost  79  years  after  Grandma’s 
historic  flight,  her  grandson,  great  grandson  and  great 
great  granddaughter  followed  in  her  footsteps. 

The  flight  was  a  big  circle  over  Lexington,  low  enough 
to  pick  out  roads  and  landmarks  and  lasted  about  20 
minutes.  It  was  a  bit  noisy  and  airy  but  great.  I  pointed 
out  to  Terry  that  our  flight  had  one  empty  sear.  I  thought 
it  would  have  been  fun  if  Grandma  had  been  on  our 
flight.  Who  knows,  maybe  she  was! 

Of  course,  I  took  Grandma’s  scrapbook  to  the  airport. 
I  showed  it  to  the  lady  at  the  ticket  desk,  to  those  who 
made  the  flight  with  us  and  others  waiting  around. 
They  all  thought  it  was  special.  After  the  flight  I  showed 
it  to  the  pilot  of  the  plane  and  shook  his  hand. 

The  day  turned  out  to  be  far  more  than  I  had  expected 
and  was  a  great  Father’s  Day  gift.

Harold  Slade 
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Fiscal  court  says  no  to  5-acre  minimum  building  lot  size

The  Harrison  County 
Fiscal  Court  has  given  the 
ok  to  planning  and  zon¬ 
ing  amendments,  minus 
the  proposed  five-acre  A1 
minimum. 

According  to  County 
Judge-Executive  Alex 
Barnett,  a  mutual  feeling 
between  the  magistrates 
put  a  hold  on  the  pro¬ 
posed  five-acre  minimum 
for  new  lots  built  in  agri¬ 
culture  zones  in  Harrison 
County 

The  proposed  change, 
which  was  presented  at 
the  May  22  fiscal  court 
meeting,  would  have 
changed  the  current 
specifications  for  build¬ 
ing  new  residences  in 
Al-zoned  areas. 

“The  current  specs 
allow  for  residents  to 
be  built  on  one  acre  lots 
as  long  as  the  overall

because  we  love  it.” 

Originally  along 
just  to  take  pictures, 
her  brother  Desmond 
couldn’t  help  but  want 
to  be  involved.  The  duo 
has  talked  to  15  differ¬ 
ent  classes  and  reached 
more  than  3,000  students 
in  Harrison  County  and 
across  Kentucky  since 
November.

“Being  able  to  go  and 
talk  to  kids  about  it  is 
helping  with  our  heal¬ 
ing.” 

The  interactive  schools 
program  they  do  mainly 
targets  middle  school 
students  and  younger. 
They  do  activities  with 
the  students  incorporat¬ 
ing  bullying  statistics, 
true  false  questions,  a 
spirit  stick  and  Desmond 
will  do  back  flips  all  as 
a  way  to  educate  in  an 
exciting  memorable  way. 

“We  want  to  do  it 
where  we  can  talk  to 
the  kids  and  say  their 
names,”  Katie  said.  “We 
like  to  have  conversa¬ 
tions  with  the  kids.” 

She  said  they  also  do 
an  activity  where  stu¬ 
dents  write  about  a  time 
they  were  bullied  and 
then  throw  it  away. 

They  leave  about  20-30 
minutes  for  questions  at 
the  end  of  every  session. 

The  Himes  said  since 
starting,  the  program 
has  really  caught  on 
across  the  state.  They 
said  lots  of  people  have 
been  asking  them  to 
speak  at  their  children’s 
schools  and  after  school 
activities.  They  have 
done  the  program  at 
dance  classes  and  for 
sports  teams. 

“You  don’t  want  a  kid 
to  quit  something  they 
love  because  of  bully¬ 
ing,”  Katie  said. 

They  said  they  have 
been  able  to  set  their 
goals  higher  for  the  busi¬ 
ness  because  of  the  suc¬ 
cess  they  have  had. 

“It’s  grown  bigger  now 
than  we  ever  thought  it 
would,”  Katie  said. 

They  said  Facebook 
and  their  website  has 
really  helped  spread  the 
word  of  Bully  Bashers. 

“It’s  so  crazy  how  fast 
it’s  blown  up,”  Desmond 
said. 

They  said  they  have 
received  a  lot  of  positive 
feedback  from  students, 
teachers  and  parents. 

“The  most  awesome 
thing  we  get  is  letters 
from  kids,”  Katie  said. 

“We  have  not  gotten  any 
negative  feedback  at  all.” 

Based  on  program  suc¬ 
cess,  the  two  are  now 
putting  together  a  Bully 
Basher  benefit  variety 
show.

density  is  not  more  than 
one  house  per  five  acres 
total,”  explained  Planning 
and  Zoning  adminis¬ 
trative  officer  Bonnie 
Skinner.  “The  current  lots 
are  also  required  to  have 
200  minimum  feet  of  road 
frontage.” 

Skinner  said  the 
proposed  amendments 
would  require  that  new 
residences  in  A1  zones  be 
built  on  a  minimum  of 
five  acres  with  50  feet  of 
road  frontage. 

“The  idea  was  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  rural  character 
that  makes  Harrison 
County,”  said  Skinner. 
“Our  purpose  was  not  to 
keep  community  develop¬ 
ment  from  happening,  but 
to  keep  from  having  hous¬ 
es  built  upon  each  other 
in  the  rural  community.” 

Skinner  further 
explained  that  since  the

“Junkyards  are  labeled 
as  conditional  use 
only  now  in  A1  zones,” 
explained  Skinner.  “No 
longer  will  anyone  be  able 
to  start  a  junkyard  in  the 
middle  of  the  county,” 

Skinner  said  new 
wording  in  planning  and 
zoning  ordinances  will 
also  allow  new  home  busi¬ 
nesses  to  be  started  in  the 
county. 

“We  want  people  to 
have  the  opportunity  to 
make  a  living  without 


things  they’ve  come  up 
with,”  Katie  said. 

“I’m  really  excited  to 
see  what  they’re  going  to 
do,”  Desmond  said. 

Roger  Slade,  teacher 
at  Eastside  Elementary 
and  Cynthiana’s  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  works, 
will  be  the  master  of  cer¬ 
emonies  for  the  benefit. 
Katie  will  be  singing  and 
Desmond  will  be  dancing 


taking  away  the  value  of 
other  people’s  property,” 
said  Skinner.  “One  of  our 
goals  was  to  make  local, 
at-home  businesses  easier 
to  start.” 

Another  notable  change 
being  made  will  be  the 
ability  to  make  anony¬ 
mous  complaints  against 
violators. 

“In  the  past,  we 
required  the  identity  of 
the  person  making  a  com¬ 
plaint  be  recorded,”  said 
Skinner.  “Now  we  will 
accept  complaints  with¬ 
out  jeopardizing  the  con¬ 
fidentiality  of  the  person 
giving  us  the  tip.” 

Skinner  also  said  pam¬ 
phlets  will  be  available 
for  people  interested  in 
building  in  Harrison 
County  with  a  list  of 
specs  and  regulations. 

“It  will  make  it  so

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Former  LVC  student  publishes  book  with  online  availability

Cathy  Wright,  59, 
a  local  author  from 
Bourbon  County  and 
mother  of  two  sons 
recently  published  her 
novel  Cheyenne  Moon, 
which  was  a  long  time  in 
the  making. 

Wright  began  working 
on  the  book  15  years  ago 
and  has  been  working  on 
it  on  and  off  up  through 
last  month. 

While  attending 
Maysville  Technical 
College  Licking  Valley 
Campus,  being  a  care 
giver  at  Beverly’s  Angels, 
taking  care  of  a  sick  son 
who  she  says  is  officially 
the  oldest  living  child 
in  the  world  without  a 
pituitary  gland,  and  going 
through  a  divorce,  two 
heart  attacks  and  two 
stints,  Wright  has  man¬ 
aged  to  complete  the  book 
in  her  spare  time  as  a 
way  for  her  to  escape  it 


all. 

“I  needed 
to  get  away 
and  it  just 
gave  me  a 
place  in  my 
mind  to  go,” 

Wright  said. 

Wright 
began  work¬ 
ing  on  the 
book  before 
she  started 
school 
where  she 
received  five 
certificates, 
an  associ¬ 
ates  degree 
in  billing 
and  coding 
and  earned 
160  credit  hours. 

“I  love  Cynthiana;  I’ve 
spent  lots  of  time  here  in 
between  classes,”  Wright 
said. 

The  book,  Cheyenne 
Moon  is  a  historical 
romance  novel  set  in  the

1860s  about  a  Cheyenne 
brave  and  a  young  white 
school  teacher  who  must 
overcome  trust  issues  and 
journey  through  ups  and 
downs  of  loss  and  happi¬ 
ness. 

She  describes  the  book 


as  sappy  and  says  it’s  a 
good  book  to  read  on  a 
rainy  day. 

Wright  said  she 
researched  the  time  peri¬ 
od  herself,  and  said  the 
story  takes  place  before 
Custard  and  the  railroads 
made  history. 

Wright  said  she  bought 
a  typewriter  at  a  yard 
sale  purposely  to  write 
the  65,000  word  book. 

“I  had  108  pages  hand¬ 
written  before  I  even  got  a 
typewriter,”  Wright  said. 

Under  her  pen  name, 
Cathy  Keeton,  her  maiden 
name,  Wright  self-pub- 
lished  the  book  through 
Amazon  on  May  20.  The 
book  is  digital  and  can 
be  purchased  for  $1.99  on 
e-readers,  Nooks,  Kindles 
and  Androids. 

Wright  is  also  self-pro¬ 
moting  the  book  by  hang¬ 
ing  fliers  in  beauty  shops 
and  around  the  town  in 
Carlisle,  Cynthiana  and 


Paris. 

“If  it  never  sells  copies, 
I’m  proud  of  it,”  Wright 
said.  “I  don’t  think  you 
should  ever  give  up  I 
think  you  should  finish 
what  you  start.” 

She  said  the  male 
character  in  her  book  is 
named  Spirit  Shadow, 
but  she  originally  named 
him  Two  Shadows.  He 
was  named  Two  Shadows 
because  his  mother  is 
white  and  his  father  is 
Cheyenne.  She  changed 
his  name  because  she 
was  afraid  that  she  may 
have  taken  the  name  sub¬ 
consciously  from  a  book 
she’s  read  and  wanted  to 
be  careful  not  to  infringe 
on  a  copyright. 

Wright  said  the  char¬ 
acter  will  still  be  Two 
Shadows  to  her. 

“To  me,  they’re  (the 
characters)  alive,”  Wright 
said. 

She  said  she  likes  to 


read  books  with  Indians 
in  them. 

“I’ve  read  a  lot  of 
Indian  romances  in  my 
lifetime,”  Wright  said. 

She  read  a  book  called 
“On  Little  Wings”  by 
Regina  Sirois  that  helped 
inspire  her  detailed  writ¬ 
ing  style. 

“It’s  the  best  book  I’ve 
ever  read  in  my  life  and 
I’ve  read  a  lot  of  books,” 
Wright  said. 

Wright  has  begun  work¬ 
ing  on  a  second  book 
that  is  not  a  historical 
one  that  takes  place  in 
modern  times.  She  said 
the  story  is  about  a  girl  in 
Texas  who  has  a  9-year- 
old  son,  a  mean  boss  and 
a  rich  uncle  who  owned 
a  farm  in  Kentucky  who 
died.  The  girl  returns  to 
the  farm  to  discover  it 
not  how  she  remembered 
when  she  was  younger.

positions  are  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  fill. 

After  some  discussion, 
three  of  the  four  commis¬ 
sioners  agreed,  for  the 
most  part,  to  put  a  7  per¬ 
cent  raise  in  the  budget 
for  public  works  employ¬ 
ees,  but  give  them  a  5 
percent  raise.  They  will 
look  at  raises  again  in 
January  to  decide  if  they 
should  extend  the  raises.

As  the  commissioners 
went  through  their  pro¬ 
jected  budget  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  at  the  June  14 
workshop,  they  agreed 
that  no  more  could  be 
deducted  from  most 
departments. 

“I  think  kudos  should 
be  extended  to  the  depart¬ 
ments.  They’re  the  ones 


that  have  saved  the 
money,”  Roger  Slade, 
commissioner  of  public 
works,  said. 

They  do  not  have  A. 
Keller  Dam  in  the  budget 
for  the  next  year  because 
all  materials  have  been 
bought  during  this  fiscal 
year  as  the  project  nears 
completion. 

The  commissioners  will 
meet  again  to  finalize  the 
budget.

Extension  Homemakers  celebrate  80  years 


As  the  Kentucky  Extension 
Homemaker  Association  celebrates 
its  80th  anniversary,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  continues  to  evolve  to  meet  the 
needs  of  Kentucky  families. 

Just  ask  Terry  and  Judi  Little  of 
Calloway  County.  After  they  moved 
from  Houston,  Texas  to  Murray 
in  2005,  Judi  quickly  became 
involved  with  the  county  Extension 
Homemakers  and  was  elected  coun¬ 
ty  president  the  next  year.  When 
she  accepted  the  leadership  posi¬ 
tion,  her  husband  joined  as  a  mail¬ 
box  member,  receiving  the  county 
Homemaker  newsletter.  But  he, 
too,  quickly  became  involved  teach¬ 
ing  classes  on  basic  photography, 
home  repairs  and  hummingbirds. 
Through  their  classes,  the  Little’s 
have  been  instrumental  in  attract¬ 
ing  nontraditional  audiences  to  the 
organization. 

“This  isn’t  your  mother’s 
Homemakers,”  Terry  Little  said. 

The  Kentucky  Extension 
Homemakers  Association  began  in 
1932  as  the  Kentucky  Federation  of 
Homemakers.  The  goal  of  the  orga¬ 
nization  was  to  unify  the  efforts  and 
strengthen  the  voice  of  Kentucky 
Homemakers  while  helping  them 


develop  leadership  skills  and  broad¬ 
en  their  horizons. 

“As  the  KEHA  state  adviser  since 
2006,  I  am  continually  honored  to 
see  the  spirit  of  leadership,  service 
and  education  present  in  the  organi¬ 
zation,”  said  Kim  Henken,  assistant 
to  the  director  of  the  UK  School  of 
Human  Environmental  Sciences  in 
the  College  of  Agriculture.  “Across 
Kentucky,  KEHA  members  have  an 
impact  in  local  communities.  The 
impact  extends  beyond  Kentucky 
to  the  projects  they  support  around 
the  world.” 

Alice  Brown  from  Greenup  County 
was  nicknamed  “Mousy”  until  she 
joined  Extension  Homemakers  near¬ 
ly  30  years  ago.  She’s  now  president 
of  the  statewide  organization. 

“The  leadership  training  helped 
me  learn  how  the  county  government 
works,”  she  said.  “Homemakers  are 
not  just  a  bunch  of  crafty  ladies. 
They  are  involved  in  issues  at  com¬ 
munity,  state  and  national  levels.” 

While  the  organization  has 
changed  over  the  years,  the 
Extension  Homemakers  have  always 
emphasized  family,  community  and 
leadership,  Brown  said. 

They’ve  also  educated  many  peo¬ 


ple.  Helen  Eden,  a  Madison  County 
Extension  Homemaker,  remembers 
going  to  Homemaker  meeting  with 
her  mother  in  the  1950s. 

“It  was  a  great  opportunity  for 
women  to  learn,”  she  said.  “I  remem¬ 
ber  my  mother  getting  materials  on 
how  to  do  a  breast  self-exam.  That 
was  unheard  of  in  the  1950s.” 

Extension  Homemakers  have 
donated  items  and  money  to  a  lot  of 
worthy  causes  over  the  years  includ¬ 
ing  UK  ovarian  cancer  research,  the 
Kentucky  Academy  in  Ghana,  West 
Africa  and  scholarships  to  students 
pursuing  a  degree  at  the  UK  School 
of  Human  Environmental  Sciences. 

“It  continues  to  amaze  me  how 
willing  people  are  to  participate  and 
give  of  themselves,”  Terry  Little 
said.  “I  believe  in  paying  it  for¬ 
ward,  and  a  lot  of  that  happens  in 
Homemakers.” 

The  Extension  Homemakers  cel¬ 
ebrated  the  milestone  during  their 
recent  annual  meeting  at  the  Hyatt 
Regency  and  Lexington  Convention 
Center.  They  also  unveiled  an  80th 
anniversary  print  by  Kentucky  art¬ 
ist  John  Ward.

Edible  flowers  tasty  and  pretty 


I  think  about  food 
so  much  this  time  of 
the  year  because  veg¬ 
etables  abound. 

I  just  came  home 
from  working  at 
Courtney  Farms  in 
Bagdad,  Ky.,  with  a 
Load  of  vegetables 
that  will  be  present¬ 
ed  to  Community 
Supported 
Agriculture  sub¬ 
scribers  for  a  weekend  gathering 
of  shared  experiences  and  shared 
food. 

We  are  combining  our  farming 
efforts  to  bring  food  to  local  families 
and  that  includes  the  pretty  things 
that  can  be  added  and  eaten  in  the 
mix. 

Any  successful  festivity  needs 
food,  friends  and  flowers;  and  the 
food  and  flowers  can  actually  com¬ 
plement  each  other  because  there 
is  a  wide  range  of  flowers  that  are 
edible. 

Why  limit  flower  use  to  decorating 
tables,  they  can  also  decorate  food 
without  the  threat  of  choking  or 
poisoning  your  guests. 

It  used  to  be  that  parsley  was  the 
only  garnish  found  on  dinner  plates 
or  buffet  tables.  It  originally  was 
intended  as  a  breath  freshener,  but 
over  the  years  it  was  relegated  to 
being  a  simple  ornamental  garnish 
that  was  the  only  thing  left  on  the 
plate  after  the  meal  was  complete. 

As  chefs  became  more  creative, 
so  did  their  dinner  plate  presenta¬ 


tion  and  we  began  to 
see  flower  garnishes 
among  the  salads, 
soups  and  entrees. 
This  is  something 
you  definitely  can  try 
at  home. 

My  sister  was  the 
first  in  the  family  to 
start  plucking  the 
pansies  in  spring  to 
put  on  box  lunches 
that  she  would  make 
for  visitors  to  the  farm. 

Most  people  ate  their  lunches, 
leaving  the  pansy  behind. 

As  time  went  on  we  encouraged 
people  to  give  them  a  try,  “They  don’t 
really  have  much  flavor,  come  on, 
try  it,”  the  pressure  tactic  worked 
and  at  least  people  were  now  willing 
to  use  edible  flowers  as  a  compli¬ 
ment,  albeit  only  visual,  to  their 
own  meals  at  home. 

Many  edible  flowers,  and  I  have 
tried  most  of  them,  don’t  really  have 
that  much  flavor  but  some  actually 
pack  a  savory  punch. 

The  best  one  is  the  nasturtium. 
Back  in  the  early  spring  when  I 
put  my  kitchen  garden  in,  I  planted 
nasturtium  among  the  lettuces  and 
spinach. 

The  nasturtiums  are  in  full  bloom 
now  and  ready  to  be  mixed  in  the 
salad  bowl.  Both  the  bloom  and  the 
foliage  of  nasturtium  are  edible, 
imparting  a  spicy,  peppery  taste. 
Plus,  the  deep-red  bloom  of  ‘Empress 
of  India’  will  add  some  bold  color  to 
the  mix. 


Another  edible  flower  that  has 
good  flavor  is  the  tuberous  begonia. 

But  a  word  of  warning  here, 
apparently  only  the  hybrid  variet¬ 
ies  of  tuberous  begonias  should  be 
eaten.  For  the  most  part  that’s  what 
you  will  find  at  most  garden  centers, 
so  go  ahead  and  pinch  blooms  from 
your  ‘Non-Stop’  tuberous  begonias 
for  a  crisp,  sour-lemon  flavor. 

I  have  a  tendency  to  enjoy  more 
savory  flavors,  and  when  it  comes  to 
flowers  this  means  I  like  those  that 
are  slightly  on  the  bitter  side. 

Petals  from  the  sunflower,  the 
snapdragon  and  the  marigold  add 
some  tang.  I  have  used  them  as  a  sort 
of  confetti  on  dishes  or  in  salads  so 
you  only  get  a  hint  of  the  flowers 
aroma  in  each  bite.  Plus,  it  makes 
for  a  very  pretty  presentation. 

If  you  prefer  sweeter  flavors,  the 
crunchy  quality  of  a  daylily  petal 
is  nice,  I  have  found  that  yellow 
blooms  are  the  sweetest,  imparting  a 
slightly  floral  taste.  Gardenia,  lilac, 
and  violet  blooms  are  also  sweet,  as 
you  would  suspect,  so  fear  not  plac¬ 
ing  them  on  your  dessert  platter  and 
finishing  your  meal  with  a  petal  or 
two. 

Other  blooms  are  ideal  for  pro¬ 
cessing  in  some  way.  Have  you  ever 
fried  squash  blossoms  or  marigolds, 
or  brewed  tea  from  bee  balm,  hibis¬ 
cus  or  rose  hips. 

They  are  delicious  and  it  proves 
just  one  other  way  you  can  enjoy  the 
fruits  of  your  labor.

Business 
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New  tanning  and  furniture  businesses  open  downtown

There  are  two  new  local  busi¬ 
nesses  in  town,  Samson  and 
Ma’s  and  Cyn  City  Sun. 

Samson  and  Ma’s  furniture 
store  opened  a  week  ago  in 
Bridge  Street  Plaza  at  the  corner 
of  Bridge  and  Walnut  streets. 

The  owners  are  Rob  and  Heidi 
Samson  and  Rob’s  mom  Judy 
Arrosmith,  hence  the  name 
Samson  and  Ma’s. 

“(The  store  is)  family-owned 
and  operated,”  Samson  said. 

The  three  owners  and  the 
Samson  daughter,  Hailey  Faith, 
are  from  Fleming  County  and 
drive  to  Cynthiana  to  work  at 
the  store. 

“A  lot  of  people  have  to  go  long 
distance  for  a  job,”  Arrosmith 
said. 

Rob  Samson  said  they  had  a 
store  in  Maysville  before  decid¬ 
ing  to  relocate  to  Cynthiana. 

He  said  Cynthiana  was  a  bet¬ 
ter  location  for  him  to  get  better 
distributor  shipments. 

Samson  said  they  can  now 
have  furniture  shipped  to  the 
store  from  distributors  like 
Lazy  Boy,  Lane,  Simmons  and 
England. 

The  store  is  open  from  11 
a.m.-6  p.m.  Tuesdays  through 
Saturdays. 

They  sell  mat¬ 
tresses  with  twin¬ 
sized  bed  sets  start¬ 
ing  at  $175,  full- 
sized  beds  starting 
at  $199,  queen  sized 
beds  starting  at  $219 
and  king-sized  beds 
starting  at  $469. 

Besides  mat¬ 
tresses,  Samson 
and  Ma’s  also  sells 
sofas,  love  seats, 
recliners,  section¬ 
als  and  more. 

He  said  they  also 
offer  delivery  and 
set  up. 

“Our  goal  is  to  be 
the  best  priced  fur¬ 
niture  store  in  the 


area,”  Samson  said. 

Samson  said  he  would  like  to 
expand  the  store  eventually. 

“We’d  like  to  put  some  tan¬ 
ning  beds  in  the  back,”  Samson 
said. 

Right  now  they  are  still  in 
the  process  of  fixing  the  store 
up.  Arrosmith  said  the  building 
used  to  be  a  movie  rental  store. 

This  week  Samson  said  they 
have  a  special  deal. 

“For  the  next  week  we’ll  give 
$100  free  gas  for  a  purchase  of 
$600  or  more,”  Samson  said. 

Cyn  City  Sun  opened  on  Pike 
Street  on  May  19  offering  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  tanning  options  for  cus¬ 
tomers. 

Local  owners,  Marilyn 
Dahmer  and  Polly  Wilson,  start¬ 
ed  working  to  open  the  shop  on 
March  20. 

Both  owners  work  full  time 
jobs  in  addition  to  the  tanning 
salon.  Dahmer  works  as  a  nurse 
at  Harrison  Memorial  Hospital 
and  Wilson  works  for  the  city. 

The  two  decided  to  open  the 
salon  because  they  felt  there 
was  a  need  for  one  in  the  town. 

“We’ve  seen  a  need  for  it  from 
personal  experience,”  Dahmer 
said. 

She  said  they  were  tired  of 


calling  other  tanning  salons  and 
being  turned  away. 

“All  winter  long  we  drove  to 
Paris  to  tan,”  Dahmer  said.  She 
said  that’s  when  Wilson  said 
“Let’s  do  it.” 

The  salon  has  seven  tanning 
rooms  and  six  beds  including  a 
10  minute  high  pressure  stand 
up  bed.  Dahmer  said  the  beds 
all  have  bronzing  bulbs  in  them 
which  have  lower  UV  light  so 
that  guests  bronze  instead  of 
burn. 

The  seventh  room  does  not 
currently  have  a  bed  in  it  but 
Dahmer  said  they  are  hoping  to 
get  a  level  four  bed  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  Right  now,  she  said  the 
room  has  a  TV  and  chairs  in  it 
for  children  to  wait  while  their 
parents  tan. 

Airbrush  tanning  is  done  by 
employees,  Dahmer  said  adding 
that  customers  wear  swimsuits. 

She  said  most  people  have  said 
they  see  a  more  even  tan  when 
employees  do  it  rather  than  an 
automatic  booth.  If  customers 
find  an  uneven  spot,  touch-ups 
are  free. 

Additionally,  Dahmer  said  the 
chemical  they  use  for  airbrush- 
ing  is  organic  and  hypo  aller¬ 
genic. 

Dahmer  and  Wilson, 
who  are  related,  have 
gutted  and  renovated 
the  building  them¬ 
selves  with  the  help 
of  family. 

“We’ve  got  a  big 
family,”  Dahmer 
said. 

She  said  her 
grandparents  and 
other  family  mem¬ 
bers  came  to  help 
renovate  the  build¬ 
ing  and  set  things 
up.  Dahmer  said  she 
was  up  until  2  a.m. 
one  morning  putting 
the  flooring  in. 

“We’ve  had  a  lot 
of  bad  luck  and  it’s 
been  a  lot  of  hard

work,” 

Dahmer  said.  “We’re  happy  to 
have  it  open.” 

She  said  she  is  thankful  for 
all  the  help  they  have  received 
because  they  helped  out  of  the 
kindness  of  their  hearts. 

“We  would  just  like  to  thank 
all  of  our  family  and  friends,” 
Dahmer  said. 

The  salon  offers  three  levels  of 
tanning  beds.  For  levels  one  and 
two,  a  single  visit  is  $5,  10  visits 
are  $30  and  a  month  unlimited 
is  $35.  For  level  three  and  stand- 
up,  a  single  visit  is  $7,  10  visits 
are  $40  and  a  month  unlimited 
is  $45.  A  single  visit  airbrush 
tan  is  $20  and  three  visits  is  $50. 
Call  ahead  for  appointment  and 


pre-tan  instructions. 

The  salon  has  been  offering 
special  deals  since  opening.  One 
week  they  had  Jersey  Thursday 
for  deals  on  one  of  their  tanning 
lotions.  The  first  week  they  had 
$3  tans. 

Dahmer  said  every  month 
they  are  going  to  pick  a  dif¬ 
ferent  business  to  give  employ¬ 
ees  fliers  for  special  deals  that 
month. 

She  said  the  salon  will  special 
order  any  line  of  products  that 
anyone  would  want  to  use.  She 
said  they  have  products  for  all 
price  ranges. 

The  salon,  located  where  Dana 
Doyle  Photography  used  to  be,  is 
open  Monday  through  Saturday 
10  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  and  Sunday  12 
p.m.  to  5  p.m.

FSA  now  accepting  county  committee  nominations 


Kentucky’s  USDA  Farm 
Service  Agency  (FSA)  State 
Executive  Director  John 
McCauley,  wants  to  remind 
farmers  and  landowners  that 
local  Farm  Service  Agency 
(FSA)  county  committee  nomi¬ 
nation  began  on  Friday,  June 
15. 

“I  urge  all  farmers  and  ranch¬ 
ers  to  participate  in  this  year’s 
county  committee  elections  by 
nominating  candidates  by  the 
Aug.  1  deadline,”  said  McCauley. 
“County  committees  are  a  vital 
link  between  the  farm  commu¬ 
nity  and  the  U.S.  Department  of 


Agriculture  and  provide  a  voice 
to  landowners,  farmers  and 
ranchers  so  that  they  have  an 
opportunity  for  their  opinions 
and  ideas  to  be  heard.” 

To  be  eligible  to  serve  on  an 
FSA  county  committee,  a  per¬ 
son  must  participate  or  cooper¬ 
ate  in  a  program  administered 
by  FSA,  be  eligible  to  vote  in  a 
county  committee  election  and 
reside  in  the  local  administra¬ 
tive  area  in  which  the  person  is 
a  candidate. 

Farmers  and  ranchers  may 
nominate  themselves  or  others, 
and  organizations  representing 


minorities  and  women  also  may 
nominate  candidates.  To  become 
a  candidate,  an  eligible  individ¬ 
ual  must  sign  the  nomination 
form,  FSA-669A.  The  form  and 
other  information  about  FSA 
county  committee  elections 
are  available  online  at  http:// 
www.fsa.usda.gov/elections. 
Nomination  forms  for  the  2012 
election  must  be  postmarked 
or  received  in  the  local  USDA 
Service  Center  by  close  of  busi¬ 
ness  on  Aug.  1,  2012.  Elections 
will  take  place  this  fall. 

While  FSA  county  committees 
do  not  approve  or  deny  farm 


operating  loans,  they  make  deci¬ 
sions  on  disaster  and  conserva¬ 
tion  programs,  emergency  pro¬ 
grams,  commodity  price  support 
loan  programs  and  other  agri¬ 
cultural  issues.  Members  serve 
three-year  terms.  Nationwide, 
there  are  about  7,700  farmers 
and  ranchers  serving  on  FSA 
county  committees.  Committees 
consist  of  three  to  11  members 
that  are  elected  by  eligible  pro¬ 
ducers. 

FSA  will  mail  ballots  to  eli¬ 
gible  voters  beginning  Nov.  5. 
The  voted  ballots  are  due  back 
to  the  local  county  office  either 


via  mail  or  in  person  by  Dec.  3. 
Newly  elected  committee  mem¬ 
bers  and  alternates  take  office 
on  Jan.  1,  2013. 

On  June  4,  Secretary  Vilsack 
announced  his  intention  to 
strengthen  the  FSA  county 
committee  system  by  appoint¬ 
ing  voting  members  from  the 
socially  disadvantaged  (SDA) 
community  in  county  jurisdic¬ 
tions  that  lack  fair  represen¬ 
tation.  The  goal  is  to  ensure 
locally  elected  representatives 
reflect  the  diverse  interests  of 
their  communities.

July  17,  1862 

The  first  civil  war  battle  of  Cynthiana  took 
place  150  years  ago  on  July  17,  1862.  This  battle 
was  reenacted  this  past  weekend  at  the  Elk’s 
farm.  Federal  forces  occupied  Cynthiana,  which 
consisted  of  Kentucky  Infantry,  Cavalry,  and  a 
artillery  piece  from  Cincinnati,  all  under  the 
command  of  Lt.-Col  John  Landrum.  Col.  John 
Hunt  Morgan  and  his  2nd  Kentucky  Cavalry 
Regiment,  coming  out  of  Tennessee,  attacked 
and  pushed  the  Federal  forces  back  to  the  Licking 
River  at  the  edge  of  town.  Federal  forces  tried 
to  defend  the  bridge  across  the  Licking  River, 
but  the  Confederates  were  too  much  for  the 
Federals  to  hold  back,  and  the  Confederates  took 
Cynthiana.  Morgan  listed  the  capture  of  300 


cavalry  horses,  a  large  number  of  small  arms, 
and  the  destruction  of  commissary  and  medical 
stores,  tents,  weapons,  and  ammunition. 

Reenactment  groups  that  attended  the  event 
were:  1st  KY  Calvary  Company  B;  6th  Ohio 
Volunteer  Calvary;  10th  KY  Calvary  Co.  D  and  E; 
1st  East  Tennessee  Artillery;  6th  KY;  7th  KY;  14th 
KY  Artillery;  9th  KY  Calvary;  58th  ILL.;  13  KY 
Infantry  Co.  C  U.S.A.;  Bohemain  Brigade. 

Wheel  and  Saber  Sutlers  from  Alabama  and 
Dutch  Fork  Depot,  South  Carolina,  were  on  hand 
to  sell  reproduction  military  goods  to  the  reenac¬ 
tors  and  public,  and  Side  Saddle  Inn,  Harrison 
County,  provided  a  period  tea  for  the  ladies  on 
Saturday.

Joe  Mooney  had  a  passion  for  golf 
and  the  Cynthiana  Country  Club  so 
after  his  death,  Kevin  Letcher  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  men’s  tournament 
bear  his  name. 

Ironically,  Letcher  won  the  inau¬ 
gural  Mooney  event  in  2007. 

Twenty  different  players  have 
won  the  golf  event  with  six  winning 


more  than  one  time. 

Mike  Lenox  leads  the  way  with  11 
wins  followed  by  son  Bart,  who  has 
six  titles,  and  Pendleton  County’s 
Steve  Houchen  who  has  won  four 
times. 

Other  multiple  winners  are  Wes 
Furnish,  Bob  McCann,  and  Rick 
Antolovich. 

Mike  Lenox  has  won  the  event  in 
every  decade  since  the  70s  except 
the  current  decade  since  he  has  dis¬ 
continued  playing  the  tournament. 

Bart  Lenox  has  the  distinction  of 
winning  the  most  tournaments  in  a 
row  taking  the  title  in  1999  through 
2002. 

Mike  Lenox  also  has  the  record 
low  score  for  the  54  hole  event  with 
a  205  in  1973.

I  like  Coach  Pitch  when 
the  coach  can’t  pitch  one 
to  his  own  player  well 
enough  for  the  youngster 
to  hit. 

I  feel  sorry  for  the  batter 
but  also  think  it  is  funny 
in  a  weird  sort  of  way. 

Little  League  is  a  lit¬

All  coaches  up  to  the  pro¬ 
fessional  level  will  include 
“having  fun”  in  their  list 
of  goals  for  the  team  while 
leaving  you  wonder  how 
anyone  could  have  fun 
under  the  circumstances 
some  of  them  put  their 
teams. 

But  I  like  for  players  to 
have  fun  and  still  learn 
something  about  the  game 
and  its  strategies. 

It  just  needs  to  be  more 
about  having  fun  and  less 
about  winning  at  some  age 
points.
